PLANT in good fertile soil covering lightly, not over 1 inch when the 
ground warms up in the spring (when Maple leaves begin to open). Keep 
the ground loose and free from weeds all through the growing season and 
water every week or two with a solution of Rapidgro after they are well 
started. Dig in the fall and care for as you would small gladiolus bulbs 
grown from bulblets. If you wish an added thrill, keep them under label 
until you see them bloom. Only a limited number of each cross availabley 
please give second choices
